A MUM has been offered almost 
£3,000 in compensation after her 
son was burned by hot soup at 
Sainsbury’s. 

Marina Wood, 38, and her two 
sons, Bruce, 13, and Francis, 5, were 
in the cafe at Sainsbury’s Ely store 
when a waiter accidentally spilt 
a bowl of hot tomato soup over 
Bruce, who is autistic. 

Marina said the soup spilt down 
her son’s right side, burning his 
shoulder, arm and thigh. 

She said the taps in the store’s 
toilets were mixed taps, meaning 
the water would not have been cold 
enough to help treat Bruce’s burns. 

And she said staff in the restau¬ 
rant would also not allow her to 
take Bruce behind the counter area 
to use the taps there. 

Marina, of High Barns, Ely, said: 
“The fact the soup was spilt over 
Bruce was obviously traumatic but 
the wait for cold water made it so 
much worse. It was no good us go¬ 
ing into the toilets as the taps were 


mixed taps so the water wouldn’t 
have been cold enough and warm 
water could have melted his skin. 

“They wouldn’t let me go behind 
the till to use the cold water as they 
said it would breach health and 
safety policies. 

“I was furious and kept demand¬ 
ing to go behind there or for a mem¬ 


ber of staff to bring some cold water 
to me, but they said they couldn’t 
do anything until a first aider was 
on the scene. I’d say it took a good 
20 minutes for a member of staff 
trained in first aid to arrive. It felt 
like forever.” 

The incident happened on Octo¬ 
ber 9, 2014, and Marina decided to 


take legal action. 

Earlier this month, the case was 
heard at Cambridge County Court, 
where Marina and her family were 
awarded £2,750 compensation. 

Marina said: “Thankfully Bruce’s 
burns were just surface burns 
which cleared up after around a 
week, but the doctors said they 


could have been a lot worse. 

“With Bruce being autistic, the 
incident had a big effect on him 
psychologically. 

“He lost more than a stone in 
weight as he refused to eat a proper 
meal for months, which then led to 
him having trouble at school as he 
was tired all the time. 

“It’s only in the last few months 
that I’ve been able to get him any¬ 
where near the store again as he 
was too scared. It’s been a long pro¬ 
cess but thankfully we’re getting 
there now. 

“As far as the money is concerned, 
I feel like we’ve now got some clo¬ 
sure but it still horrifies me that 
they denied me access to get cold 
water that day. It was every parent’s 
nightmare.” 

A spokeswoman for Sainsbury’s 
said the store now has “robust pro¬ 
cesses” in place to deal with any 
similar incident. 

She added: “Safety is always our 
top priority and we’re very sorry 
that this unfortunate accident oc¬ 
curred. 

“We have agreed compensation 
with Bruce and his family.”

Thank you for 
saving my life 



A DAD who contracted a 
rare flesh-eating bug has 
thanked the plastic sur¬ 
geons who saved his life. 

Carl Skipper, 36, from Lit¬ 
tleport, contracted necrotis- 
ing fasciitis just two months 
ago. 

The rare but life-threaten¬ 
ing condition starts sudden¬ 
ly and progresses rapidly, 
causing the affected tissue 
to die. 

Symptoms include severe 
pain, fever, diarrhoea, vom¬ 
iting and unconsciousness, 
and the only option is to re¬ 
move the infected tissue. 

Carl’s left arm between 
the elbow and wrist inflated 
“like Pop eye” and he had 
three operations to treat the 
infection and reconstruct 
his arm. 

The father-of-two was in 
the gym in February when 
he felt a ‘pop’ in his elbow 
which quickly started filling 
up with fluid. 

“It spread up my arm

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overnight and I was running 
a really high temperature, 
felt sick and just felt quite 
poorly,” he said. 

Carl, who works in ad¬ 
min part-time so he can be 
a stay-at-home dad, went to 
the Princess OfWales Hospi¬ 
tal in Ely but was rushed to 
A&E where he went straight 
into surgery and was in Ad- 
denbrooke’s for the next two 
weeks. 

He was treated by Dr Ahid 
Abood, a consultant plastic 
and reconstructive surgeon, 
and his team. 

He was told the infection 
was brought on by strep 
throat - a sore throat which 
had caused him to feel un¬ 
der the weather for six weeks 
previously. 

“It’s quite rare, normal¬ 
ly you get it gardening or 
something like that,” he 


said. “The consultants said 
it can happen to anybody, 
but it’s very rare. It wasn’t 
anything I did, there was no 
way I could have prevented 
it.” 

Dr Abood and his team 
had to remove all of the soft 
tissue from Carl’s arm be¬ 
cause of the infection but 
they were able to preserve 
the more vital structures in 
two operations. 

In a final all-day opera¬ 
tion, they were able to re¬ 
construct his arm using a 
technique called a free-tis- 
sue transfer which involved 
transplanting tissue from 
his thigh up to his arm using 
microsurgery. 

Carl is now almost fully re¬ 
covered, and is able to drive 
again. 

He said: “They [Mr Abood 
and team] saved my life. 

“They knew exactly what 
to do. I’ve also had lots 
of help from family and 
friends.”

ARSONISTS set fire to a car on the A142 near

arrived to find the vehicle well alight.

"Wearing breathing apparatus they 
extinguished the fire using hose reels and 
returned to their station by 7.30am. 

"The cause of the fire was confirmed as 
deliberate.

New eye service 

RESIDENTS who have eye problems such 
as visual disturbance or red eyes can now 
be assessed and treated at a new minor eye 
conditions service. 

The free NHS service is available to 
patients over the age of 16 and can be 
accessed from a number of opticians, 
including Spectacular Opticians in Ely's 
High Street. 

Some of the eye conditions the service 
can help include red eyes or eye lids, dry 
eyes or gritty eyes, irritated or inflamed 
eyes, sticky discharge or watery eyes, and 
ingrown eyelashes. 

Patients have to be registered with a local 
GP practice to be able to use the service.

District leader 
slams city over 
devolution deal 


JAMES Palmer - leader of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) - appears to 
have torpedoed any coun¬ 
ty-wide devolution deal by 
insisting his council would 
prefer to team up with Nor¬ 
folk and Suffolk. 

Cllr Palmer said his council 
would cast Cambridgeshire 
aside after “years of failure 
in delivering infrastructure 
projects” like the Ely South¬ 
ern Bypass and Soham Rail¬ 
way Station. 

It comes just days after 
ECDC became the first au¬ 
thority to ratify the East An¬ 
glia Devolution Agreement, 
agreeing to move to the next 
stage with the other authori¬ 
ties. 

The Government wants 
Cambridgeshire, Norfolk 
and Suffolk to join up for a 
devolution deal. 

Acceptance of the deal 
would bring £900 million of 
new funding to the region 
over the next 30 years. 

But there has been oppo- 
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sition from Cambridgeshire 
businesses and Cambridge 
City Council in particular, 
which insists it does little for 
the county. 

County council leader Cllr 
Steve Count is now trying 
to negotiate a deal just for 
Cambridgeshire and Peter¬ 
borough, which could work 
closely with any new author¬ 
ity for Norfolk and Suffolk. 

But Cllr Palmer, who is 
also a county councillor, said 
this was “not credible”. 

He also said the Labour- 
run city council had taken a 
political stance on the issue. 

He added: “I think that’s 
disappointing and quite 
pathetic, really. This isn’t a 
party political issue... I’m not 
going to let the future of East 
Cambridgeshire be deter¬ 
mined by a few county coun¬ 
cillors from the city. 


“I hope common sense 
will prevail and those peo¬ 
ple who doubt this will open 
their minds to it and be a 
bit more expansive in their 
thinking. The county coun¬ 
cil has failed to deliver the 
infrastructure it should have 
done.” 

South Cambs leader Cllr 
Ray Manning said his coun¬ 
cil was “lukewarm” to the 
idea of three county de¬ 
volution, while city leader 
Cllr Lewis Herbert added: 
“Along with the clear major¬ 
ity of Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough councils and 
councillors we believe de¬ 
volution will work best, and 
deliver far more for our resi¬ 
dents and businesses, if it is 
a Cambridgeshire and Peter¬ 
borough package, which we 
have been working on with 
all councils including East 
Cambs for over a year.” 

Ely entrepreneur Peter 
Dawe OBE says he will stand 
for the Mayor of East Anglia 
if the deal goes ahead.

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Who will deal 
with the rats? 

WHEN local authorities are reduced 
to making cuts in services which 
relate to public health it is a sure sign 
that something is wrong with the way 
the financial resources of our country 
are being managed. 

A well-publicised example locally is 
the decision to reduce the number of 
public conveniences in the city of Ely. 

This past week, I have learnt of 
another such cut of which I had not 
previously been aware. My reaction 
to the arrival of rats in my garden was 
to ring up the East Cambridgeshire 
District Council to report the 
infestation, but I was told that the 
council no longer offers a pest-control 
service. The only advice on offer was 
to contact one of the contractors 
advertised in the telephone directory. 

Now, apart from the fact that the 
householder faced with an invasion 
of rats may not be able easily to 
pay the sum charged by such a 
contractor, the trouble with this 
piece of privatization is this: The 
rat-catcher's contract applies only to 
the property of the householder who 
has called him out. It may be that the 
main colony of rats lies elsewhere 
in the neighbourhood: in a nearby 
private property, or maybe on waste 
ground or in a back alley. 

Where this is the case, the private 
pest-control firm is not contracted 
to deal with the root cause of the 
infestation. 

I would be interested to know what 
provision, if any, is currently made 
by public-sector organisations in 
our area, to deal with the danger to 
public health in such cases.

When the sun's 
gone: lights on 

OFTEN when I am driving in low 
light or poor visibility conditions, I 
notice oncoming vehicles without 
lights of any sort switched on.

The bee orchid: 
some facts 

MAY I reply to the letter about the 
bee orchids and firstly agree that the 
bee orchid is not one of our rarest 
orchids, instead it is described as 
locally common. 

Where it grows it is common to 
find a lot of plants but the number 
of places where it grows are limited. 
The action of the conservation 
scheme will hopefully make it locally 
common here but, without it, Ely 
would be one of those very many 
areas of the country where it does not 
occur. 

The answers to questions about its 
arrival in Ely are easy to understand 
if you realise the difference between 
orchids and other plants. 

All plants, from trees to the 
tiniest of garden plants, benefit 
from a mutual arrangement with 
a huge network of many species 
of underground fungi known as 
mycorrhiza. 

Plants other than orchids benefit 
from water and basic nutrients that 
the mycorrhiza can offer and in turn, 
pass back sugars and other complex 
chemicals to the fungus. These plants 
can grow without the mycorrhiza 
but much more poorly. However 
terrestrial orchids rely on the fungus 
and are parasitic on it; their seeds 
cannot germinate without the 
presence of the appropriate species 
of mycorrhiza. Orchid seeds do not 
have an endosperm, the food source 
that most seeds use for germination, 
and as a result are tiny, more like 
spores. Consequently very many 


seeds can be produced by a single 
seed capsule, in the example of the 
bee orchid, it is estimated 6,000 to 
10,000. These are light, easily blown 
for long distances by the wind and 
readily float on water. However they 
can only germinate if they land where 
the appropriate species of mycorrhiza 
are present and where they are 
washed down into cracks by the rain 
and can germinate in darkness. The 
protocorm need to be "infected" 
by the mycorrhiza and slowly grows 
for several years before any leaves 
appear, 3 years for the bee orchid. 

The bee orchid will only flourish 
and flower and where there is little 
competition for light so it often grows 
on very poor, recently disturbed land. 
Therefore it is easy to imagine how 
the spores arrived naturally, how they 
can be present where the land has 
recently changed use and why they 
are appearing at widely separated 
parts of Ely. 

Finally may I add that the scheme 
has been set up to promote those 
plants not usually found in the city 
where they, like the bee orchid, may 
become locally common for the 
enjoyment of all and the preservation 
of biodiversity on our doorstep - a 
very worthwhile aim! Our council 
and its workers should be applauded 
for their care of our environment.

I'M a junior doctor, I am a GP 
Registrar. 

We're on strike again, this time 
consultants are covering emergency 


care. Yes, there is disruption, but 
patients are safe. 

In some departments there are 
more doctors working during the 
strike than would be on a bank 
holiday. 

We want the Government to lift 
imposition of the new contract in 
August and return to negotiations. 

Junior doctors already provide 
emergency care 24/7. At the 
moment hospitals locally and across 
the country struggle to fill the 
spaces on their rotas. Spreading the 
workforce thinner to cover routine 
care on weekends will mean larger 
gaps during the week. This is unsafe, 
we've all seen the real strain doctors 
are under at work. 

The new contract is discriminatory 
towards many, including carers, 
those with children and those with 
disabilities. 

I have a 3-year-old, I was expecting 
him when I worked in Chatteris, at 
George Clare Surgery. 

Following maternity leave, I work 
three days a week. My training is 
extended to allow for this. However, 
the new contract makes working part 
time less possible - if I have to choose 
between having a family and training, 

I would chose family. 

I have colleagues in similar 
situations who would consider leaving 
training. 

Others are making plans to work 
abroad instead. There aren't enough 
doctors as it is, we can't afford to lose 
more. 

Members of the public can write 
to their MP via writetothem.com 
and ask the Government to return to 
negotiations and remove imposition.

Happy ending for duck 
beaten by man at lake

A DUCK which was unable to move 
after being beaten by a member of 
the public has been released back 
into the wild after making a speedy 
recovery. 

Dylis, a domestic-breed duck 
which lives in the wild at a local 
fishing lake, was taken to the Com¬ 
panion Care Cathedral Veterinary 
Surgery in Ely. 

She had been beaten by a man 
who, it is believed, was fishing at 
the lake, and was taken to the sur¬ 
gery by a member of the public 
who witnessed the attack. 

Dylis was in such a bad way that 
she was unable to stand or move, 
and one of her wings was hanging 
by her side. 

Miraculously, the duck did not 
sustain any fractures or wounds, 
and following daily hydrotherapy 
sessions, she was able to be re¬ 
leased back on to the lake just 10 
days later. 

Sally Ann Halliday, practice man¬ 
ager at Cathedral Surgery, said: 


“Dylis had been badly beaten and 
was unable to stand or move. One 
of her wings was hanging by her 
side. 

“She was very carefully exam¬ 
ined; no fractures or wounds were 


found and her injuries were de¬ 
termined to be those affecting the 
central nervous system. She was 
treated accordingly. 

“Over the next few days she be¬ 
came more aware and started to 


respond normally - eating and 
drinking although still unable to 
stand on one of her legs or lift her 
wing. 

“One of our nurses took her 
home to larger quarters and gave 
her daily hydrotherapy sessions. 
She responded wonderfully well to 
the love and care (and hydrothera¬ 
py) she received and it became ap¬ 
parent she was improving in leaps 
and bounds. 

“One morning Dylis made it 
clear she felt strong enough to go 
back to her home - flapping her 
wings strongly and using both legs 
as she waddled around the garden. 

“Ten days after she was taken 
into our care she was released back 
into the wild - quacking loudly 
with delight when she discovered 
her friend on the riverbank. 

“A really happy result thanks to 
the love and care she received from 
both her rescuer and the team at 
our surgery.” 

The Ely News understands the 
incident was not reported to the 
police or RSPCA, but that the 
man who attacked Dylis has been 
banned from using the lake where 
the attack happened.

Baby hares, called leverets, are 
incredibly secretive and to avoid 
the attention of predators, they lie 
still for the majority of the day, only 
feeding from their mother for a few 
minutes each evening.

John Hill, the Police Area 
Returning Officer, responsi¬ 
ble for the overall running of 
the election, said: “I would 
encourage absolutely eve¬ 
ryone in Cambridgeshire to 
vote on May 5.

LITTLEPORT has become 
the first community in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire to have its own 
Recycling Champions. 

Stephen Cole and Lesley 
Marsh, who both live in the 
town, have volunteered to 
help spread the word about 
recycling, with the aim of 
making more residents and 
organisations in the town 
eco-friendly 

Littleport Timebank, 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council, waste contrac¬ 
tor Amey and East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
have joined forces to recruit 
the champions.

The champions’ first ac¬ 
tivity was helping out at a 
litter pick organised by the 
timebank, where over 40 
local residents, representa¬ 
tives from the timebank, 
The Port youth group, Amey, 
both the district and council 
council, and local Cubs and 
Beavers, collected 49 bags of 
litter which weighed a total 
of 112kg. 

With the help of Stephen 
and Lesley, the pickers sepa¬ 
rated the waste into recy¬ 
cling and general rubbish 
- and over 50 per cent was 
sent off for recycling which 
was made up mostly of cans, 
plastic bottles and paper. 

Stephen said: “Littering 
can be a problem in Lit¬ 
tleport so it was great to be 
part of the event. It just goes 


to show how easy it is to re¬ 
cycle. 

“East Cambridgeshire 
District Council provided 
two types of bags, one for re¬ 
cycling and one for rubbish 
and everyone was keen to 
separate out the two.

Junction delay 
‘right decision’ 


THE Transport Secretary in¬ 
sists prioritising “safety crit¬ 
ical” level crossing works in 
the Ely area over upgrading 
the Ely North Junction is the 
right decision. 

In a letter to local MPs, 
Patrick McLoughlin says he 
regrets that upgrades to the 
junction have been delayed 
- but says the fact that lo¬ 
cal level crossing works will 
be carried out beforehand 
will result in “greater overall 
benefits to users” 

As reported, the upgrades 
were due to be finished in 
the current spending round, 
which runs until 2019, how¬ 
ever Network Rail says the 
work will now take place in 
the next spending period - 
which runs from 2019 until 
2024 - to allow “co-ordina¬ 
tion with safety critical level 
crossing works nearby”. 

By doubling the junction, 
which is located at Queen 
Adelaide, it would allow 
trains to run every half hour 
from Cambridge to King’s 
Lynn and Norwich - some- 
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thing for which rail groups 
have been campaigning for 
years. 

In his letter, Mr McLough¬ 
lin says the Department for 
Transport will work with 
local councils and LEPs to 
progress the development 
study into upgrading the 
junction. 

He said: “I understand the 
frustration that the delays 
to the Ely North Junction 
improvements will cause to 
customers, which we very 
much regret. However, allow 
me to make clear that these 
major works are only being 
delayed, not cancelled. 

“In addition, the retim¬ 
ing of the works will allow 
for better co-ordination and 
integration of safety critical 
level crossing works in the 
Ely area. 

“As such, I am confident 
that the scheme to be de¬ 
livered in control period 6 


(2019-2024) will be of great¬ 
er overall benefit to users.” 

The Minister added: “I 
warmly welcome the com¬ 
mitment of local authorities, 
LEPs and other stakeholders 
to seek to secure funding for 
further development work 
during control period 5 
(2014-2019). 

“My department and Net¬ 
work Rail will do everything 
possible to support this and 
work in partnership with lo¬ 
cal stakeholders.” 

South West Norfolk MP 
Elizabeth Truss said: “I am 
pleased the Transport Secre¬ 
tary has committed to sup¬ 
porting this work so that the 
scheme can be progressed 
in Control Period 6. 

“I will be having further 
meetings with Network Rail 
and Department for Trans¬ 
port officials to monitor 
progress.”

A former amateur jockey, Sara Cumani - wife of Derby- 
winning trainer Luca - has lived and worked at the heart of 
Newmarket for almost four decades. 

Now, as she tells Alice Ryan, she wants to show the public 
what a “wonderful, interesting and unique” town it is 


D RIVE through Newmarket 
in the early morning and, 
of course, you know 
instantly you're in the home of 
horse racing. 

But arrive in town after lunch 
and, says Sara Cumani, "you 
wouldn't have a clue". 

There's plenty going on, but 
everything's happening behind 
closed doors. 

Her own home - the historic 
Bedford House yard, off Bury 
Road - is a case in point. 

From the roadside, it's all high 
walls and closed gates; on the 
inside, it's a hive of activity. 

Blessed with pretty period 
buildings and glorious pockets 
of greenery, the yard is buzzing 
with stable staff. Back in their 
boxes, the horses poke a velvety 
nose over their stable doors as 
the lads and lasses come and 
go; keen, it seems, not to miss 
any action. 

Sara's husband, acclaimed 
trainer Luca Cumani, bought 
the yard from Jack Clayton in 
the 70s. Since then, Bedford 
House has given rise to 
umpteen top-flight flat horses, 
including Derby winners 
Kahyasi (1988) and High Rise 
(1998). Last season alone, 
the Cumanis clocked up 50 
winners - the most notable 
being Postponed, which 
scooped the Group 1 
King George IV Stakes. 
"Newmarket is the 
most wonderful, 
interesting and 
unique place," 
says Sara, settling 
at her kitchen 
table with a 
mug of coffee. 
"There's a real 
community 
drive now 
to show 
off what

Newmarket has to offer: we 
want to open those closed 
doors and show everyone what 
a special town it is. We want 
more people to come here and, 
above all else, for them to have 
fun - so hopefully they'll want 
to come back." 

Sara is in her second year as 
chairman of the Newmarket 
Open Weekend committee. An 
annual event, which last year 
grew from one day to two, it 
gives members of the public 
chance to go behind the scenes 
of racing life: to take a tour of a 
trainer's yard, visit bloodstock 
auction house Tattersalls, have 
a flutter at a family-friendly 
race day, see inside the town's 
two equine hospitals, and, 
arguably the biggest thrill, go 
up on the Gallops to watch the 
thoroughbreds working. 

"That is special," says Sara. 
"There's no greater pleasure 
than riding a racehorse up the 
Lime Kilns or Warren Hill on a 
summer's morning; on a sleety 
winter's day it can be absolutely 
miserable, but when it's summer 
and the sun's coming up. . . 
There's no better feeling." 

And Sara should know. 

A skilled horsewoman, she 
rode out until just last year, after 
a fall resulted in a broken hip. 
"I've broken enough bones now 
not to want to break any more. 
But I do miss riding out: I miss 
listening to all the chat between 
the lads, and of course I miss 
working with the horses. They're 
such amazing creatures; to be 
able to ride them like that is a 
privilege." 

Having grown up with horses 
- "I had the typical English 
country childhood, complete 
with a couple of ponies, which 
I loved" - Sara's affinity with 
the animals led to a job with 
the British Bloodstock Authority. 
"I came to Newmarket for the 
sales, met an Italian. . . and the 
rest is history." 

The Italian was, of course, 
Luca. The son of a Champion 


Trainer father, Sergio, and 
Champion Amateur Jockey 
mother, Elena, he joined Sir 
Henry Cecil's team in the early 
1970s, before, in 1976, going it 
alone at Bedford House. 

"My mother-in-law was an 
amazing woman," adds Sara. 
"She only took up riding in 
her 20s and went on to be 
Champion Amateur on the 
flat and over the jumps: it's 
astonishing." 

Sara too rode as an amateur: 
"I rode my first race when I was 
five months pregnant with my 
son, Matty. I look back and I 
didn't have a clue what went 
on; it was a complete blur. But I 
was lucky enough to go on and 
have some very nice rides - and 
some very nice wins." 

Sara looks fondly on a 
partnership with a horse called 
Barley Bill, which led to three 
wins, "but one of my most 
treasured moments has to be 
a win on Eastern Mystic at 
York. The prize was your own 
bodyweight in champagne - 
that's a good prize! - and it was 
made all the sweeter by the fact 
it was a photo-finish." 

The Cumanis' children - 
both of whom currently live in 
Australia - are following in the 
family footsteps: Matt has just 
taken out his trainer's licence 
and Francesca, who's also seen 
success as an amateur jockey, 
is a TV racing presenter. "She 
was also working for CNN 
until recently, but she's about 
to have a baby," explains Sara, 
who plans to go to Sydney soon 
after her first grandchild's arrival 
this month. "Having both your 
children in Australia has its 
good and bad points: yes, it's a 
long way away, but it's a great 
place to go to escape the British 
winter. . ." 

As well as riding, Sara is 
hands-on with the breeding 
side of the business: she's at the 
helm of Fittocks, the Cumanis' 
stud in Upend. The enterprise, 
which has grown from

a handful of mares inherited from Luca's 
father in the mid-80s, has produced a long 
line of star performers - most recently 
Koora, who already has three wins to her 
name and "looks like she'll be pretty smart 
as a 4 year old". Sired by Cheveley Park's 
hero stallion Pivotal, Koora is descended 
from Kalata, half-sister of the Derby¬ 
winning Kahyasi. Another home-grown one 
to watch, adds Sara, is Guineas hopeful 
Materialistic. 

"I love being out at Fittocks," she says, 
confiding that the long-term plan is to retire 
to the stud, making way for Matt to take the 
reins at Bedford House. "The countryside is 
so beautiful - I am a real country girl - and 
the foaling season is particularly special. You 
see them staggering about on their gangly 
legs . . . Watching them grow is a delight." 

When it comes to the question of what 
makes a good horse, Sara is circumspect: 
"Ask 10 people about 10 horses and they'll 
say 10 different things about each one. For 
me, I've got to like the look of it. Yes, it 
needs to be relatively correct; everything's 
got to be in the right place. But I like to see 
some personality, too: a good horse has to 
have something about it." 

When matching stallions with their mares 
at Fittocks, Sara says she, Luca 
and team always go for the best 
budget will allow. "We're lucky 
in Newmarket, because we've 
got so many amazing stallions on 
the doorstep." 

Take the Darley-bred Dubawi, 
currently commanding a cover fee 
of £225,000: he is, says Sara, "a 
stunner and his offspring have 
such a great temperament; they 
just want to win". 

Postponed - the Cumanis' 

2015 King George winner - was 
sired by Dubawi; owned by Sheikh 
Mohammed Obaid Al Maktoum, 
he was part of a 35-strong string 
removed at sudden notice from 
Bedford House last year. Seemingly 
a bolt from the blue, the move 
made headlines in both the racing 
and mainstream press. 

Luca will be among the dozens of 
trainers opening their yard as part 
of this year's Newmarket Open 
Weekend, which falls on September 
1 7 and 18. 

"The Open Weekend isn't just aimed 
at racing fans - it doesn't matter if you've 
never been racing in your life. In fact 
anyone who worries racing is cruel can 
come and see how totally pampered 
the horses are; they're beautifully, 
beautifully looked after and yes, they

are asked to run a bit occasionally, but that's 
fairly much in their make-up." 

To mark 350 years of racing in 
Newmarket, the town's new Heritage 
Centre will be unveiled at this year's Open 
Weekend, with visitors getting a first look 
at the multi-million-pound development. 
Alongside galleries of sporting art and racing 
memorabilia, attractions will include live 
racehorses stabled on-site. "I think that's so 
important. As I said, at the moment anyone 
who comes to Newmarket after lunch 
wouldn't see a horse - but now they'll be 
able to." 

The Open Weekend raises funds for 
local causes; this year's good causes are 
Racing Welfare's Newmarket Housing 
Project, which will provide much-needed 
accommodation to new stable staff, and 
Newmarket Day Centre. 

"Both are brilliant causes. The 
accommodation issue is a serious one: 
there's a massive shortage of stable staff. 
They train at the Racing School, where they 
get looked after beautifully, but so often 
end up leaving Newmarket at that point; 
although the jobs are here, there's just not 
enough good accommodation." 

Sara says she hopes 2016's Open 

Weekend will be the biggest 
and best yet. "Newmarket is 
celebrating 350 years of racing 
this year: that's an impressive 
heritage; something the whole 
town should be proud of. We 
have so much to be proud of 
here - so let's show it off."

ELECTRIC and hybrid cars are 
giving owners the biggest buzz, 
according to the results of the 
latest Auto Express magazine 
Driver Power survey. 

The annual study has for 
the first time been dominated 
by plug-in cars like the Tesla 
Model S and Renault Zoe, 
with Lexus hybrids also making 
up three of the top six. 

Almost 50,000 responses 
from owners, rating their 
cars across all aspects from 
performance and comfort to 
build quality and reliability 
resulted in the long-running 
study's first ever perfect 100 
per cent score, won by the 
Model S in the category Ease 
of Driving. 

The Model S took seven 
individual category wins and 
topped the overall table with a 
record total satisfaction rating 
of 97.46 per cent. 


Arguably an even greater 
surprise, though, was the 
emergence of the humble 
Renault Zoe in second place 
overall. Having sustained 
much criticism from the 
motoring press for what has 
been called a cheap-feeling 
interior, lower-than-expected 
driving range and ride quality 
issues, the Driver Power survey 
suggests that owners love it. 

Renault has also taken the 
last place on the 2016 podium 
with the Kadjar, which shares 
a platform with the Nissan 
Qashqai but offers more space 
for the price. 

Lexus had another strong 
showing, with four cars in 
the top 10 including both the 
second and third generation 
of RX SUV. The predominantly 
hybrid ranges are clearly 
leading to satisfied owners. 

Brian Walters, director of 


research and insight at Driver 
Power, said: "With seven 
individual category wins, it's 
hard to dispute the appeal 
of the Tesla. This is the first 
time this manufacturer has 
appeared in the Driver Power 
survey, but with results like 
these, I'm certain we'll see 
more of it in the future." 

Walters also rebuffed the 
idea of any additional and 
distorting sense of self- 
satisfaction among Tesla and 
electric car drivers, stating 
his belief that all car owners 
in the survey judge their 
cars according to what is 
most important to them, and 
whether that car meets or 
exceeds those expectations.
